The 1961 Program Committee, building upon the experience of past Pro- 
gram Committees, has attempted to organize a National Convention which 
will be professionally stimulating to all.

He was Dean of 
the College of Letters and Science at the Univer- 
sity from 1954 to 1960. Prior to his appointment as 
Dean he was a Professor of Philosophy. 

President Kennedy’s appointment of McMurrin to 
his present office is a clear indication that the present 
administration intends to continue recent national 
policy of dealing with the increasingly complex prob- 
lems of education by providing skillful and vigorous 
leadership.

The Commissioner is co-author of two books on 
philosophy, one, Contemporary Philosophy, written in 
1954 and the other, A History of Philosophy, in 1955, 
Since 1952 he has written the articles on philosophy 
for the yearbooks of the Encyclopaedia Brittanica. He 
is also the author of numerous articles and mono. 
graphs on philosophy and religion. 


During the 1958-59 academic year McMurrin was 
Advisor to the University of Tehran in Iran for the 
U.S. Department of State under the International Ex- 
change Services Program. During that period he vis. 
ited Soviet Russia. 

McMurrin is a member of Phi Beta Kappa, is past 
president of the Mountain-Plains Philosophical Con- 
ference, and the Utah Conference on Higher Educa- 
tion. He is a member of the American Philosophical 
Association and the Utah Academy of Science, Arts 
anl Letters. Since 1955 he has been Lecturer and 
Seminar Moderator for the Aspen Institute of Human- 
istic Studies, Aspen, Colorado. He has also participated 
in seminars of the Conference on Science, Philosophy, 
and Religion, New York, and the Institute on Ethics, 
New York. He has had close contact with the speech 
and hearing field as a result of his appointment as 
Dean at the University of Utah. He will discuss major 
current issues of our time as they affect programs and 
needs in education, with special reference to speech 
and hearing and fundamental problems of human 
communication.

Cyril B. Courville, M. D., is in charge of the Cajal 
Laboratory of Neuropathology, Los Angeles County 
Hospital. He established and developed that Labora- 
tory in the early 1930's, and he has devoted a great 
deal of study to the so-called “degenerative disorders” 
of early life which often prove to be the background 
in cases of cerebral palsy. Courville, a member of the 
American Academy for Cerebral Palsy, has published 
extensively regarding his findings and clinical expe- 
rience in cerebral palsy. He has recently finished an 
autopsy study of 160 brains of victims of this con- 
dition. 

Meyer A. Perlstein, M. D., is Professor of Pediatrics, 
Cook County Postgraduate School of Medicine, Chi- 
cago, and holds numerous other appointments in 
medical schools, among which are the Northwestern 
University Medical School and The University of 
Puerto Rico Medical School. An inspirational leader in 
habilitation of cerebral palsy, Perlstein serves as 
Consultant for a wide variety of groups involved 
with the study and treatment of neurological dis- 
orders. One of the Founding Members and a Past 
President of the American Academy for Cerebral 
Palsy, he has a tremendous wealth of clinical expe- 
rience in habilitation of individuals with cerebral 
palsy. He has published and lectured extensively 
on that topic. 

Raymond R. Rembolt, M.D., is Director, University 
Hospital School for Severely Handicapped Children, 
and Professor, Department of Pediatrics, State Uni- 
versity of Iowa. He is also the Executive Director 
for the Iowa State Services for Crippled Children, 
and he serves as Consultant for numerous facilities 
and agencies involved with study and habilitation of 
cerebral palsy. Rembolt, the immediate Past President 
of the Academy for Cerebral Palsy, is an interna- 
tionally recognized authority on the conditions of 
cerebral palsy. His lectures and publications reflect 


his keen insight into the problems surrounding that 
condition and his wealth of clinical experience in 
managing those problems. 

Hans Zellweger, M.D., is Professor of Pediatrics, 
State University of Iowa College of Medicine. Prior 
to joining the staff of that University, he had been 
Head of the Department of Pediatrics, American 
University, Beirut, Lebanon, from 1951 through 1957. 
He has also served as Assistant-Associate Professor 
( Privat-Dozent), Children’s Hospital, University of 
Zurich, Zurich, Switzerland. From 1937 through 1939 
he was Assistant at Mission Hospital of Albert 
Schweitzer, Lamberene, French Equatorial Africa. 
A prolific publisher, Zellweger is affiliated with pro- 
fessional groups in Africa, Europe, and the United 
States, among which is the American Academy for 
Cerebral Palsy. His primary clinical and research 
interests lie in the area of neuromuscular disorders.

This exhibit involves experimentation with a forced-choice 
technique for increasing the patient’s awareness of decreased 
thresholds of audibility. A pure-tone audiometer is used which 
is connected through a Grason-Stadler GSR to control timing 
and light signal presentation of the tone. The testee is condi- 


tioned to associate a 500 cycle tone with a yellow light and a 
2000 cycle tone with a red light. If the light signal indicates 
that a tone is being presented and if the tone is below the 
patient’s threshold, he presses a white light button. The testee 
attempts to discriminate between two frequencies which he 
selects and which are presented at varying intensities in a pre- 
arranged, randomized order. Responses to this test are com- 
pared to the patient’s pure-tone audiogram.
